A GERMAN SATIRE. 


The Forgotten Life and the Sad Fate 
of the Herring. 

The experiments of men of science 
sometimes furnish amusement to those 
who are not particularly interested !n 
the slow, minute and apparently in- 
significant investigations by means of 
which important physical facts are 
ledrned. It is intefesting to know that 
if we cut off the tails of forty suc- 
cessive generations of mice at their 
birth not one mouse, even in the fourth 
generation, will be born without a tail. 
But when the man of science was en- 
gaged in cutting off the baby mice’s 
tails all the world laughed at him, 
The slow experiments to test the pos- 
sibility that by degrees an animal may 
change its habitat—a land animal tak- 
ing to water, and so on—were thus 
amusingly satirized in Germany: 

Some time ago Herr Professor Séhlit- 
zer, the eminent biologist who is mak- 
ing experiments relative to the changes 
of habitat made by animals, captured 
a live herring. He took the fish home 
and kept it in a large vat of salt-wa- 
ter. Every morning the professor dip- 
ped out of this vat half a teaspoonful 
of salt water and replaced it with an 
equal amount of fresh water, 

The herring survived and passed his 
days apparently in the best of spirits. 
In the course of time the water in the 
tank was rendered completely fresh. 
Not a grain of salt was left in it. And 
still the herring remained cheerful and 
in good health. Next the herr pro- 
fessor began to deprive the fish, little 
by little, of the fresh water element 
in which he lived.

poe Rules to Guide the Buyer of 
Sea Food. 

The market price of fish is not al- 

ways a true indication of its economic 
| Yalue in the family dietary, says an 
, Authority. Supply and demand, near- 
‘hess to its market, season and many 
other exigencies regulate its price. The 
amount of waste involved in dressing 
, the fish and the amount of nutrition 
‘that it contains measure its value, 
For example, cod usually costs about 
half as much as sutmon, but it con- 
tains little more than a third as much 
nutrition. Besides, the waste in dress- 
ing the salmon is very little, while 
the waste from the cod is relatively 
large. The result is that in the end, 
all things considered, salmon is less 
expensive than cod, The waste in 
skin and bone is great in most fish— 
in cod 6 per cent, in haddock 85 per 
cent. If the same price were paid 
for a salmon and cod 52 per cent of 
nutrition would be obtained from the 
salmon and 19 from the cod. 

| There is a large percentage of water 
in the composition of fish—from 50 to 

75 per cent on the average. Salt cod 

contains 67 per cent of water, haddock 
| 46 per cent, oysters 77 per cent. Com- 

pared with meat, fish contains much 
more gelatin and fewer extractives. 

That is, boiling is the most expensive 

and the least attractive way of cook- 

ing fish, the loss in nutrition and fia- 
vor in boiling being great. 

Lean fish, dietitians say, is more 
easy of digestion than fat fish. Long 
fibered fish, like cod and lobster, are 
harder to digest than the short fibered 
fish. White flesh fish is far easier of 

; digestion than dark flesh, although 
; that with dark flesh has more nutri- 
, tion. This explains why some per- 
| bons find bluefish unwholesome. 

Fish that has white flesh requires 
about ten minutes to the pound in boll- 
ing and fifteen minutes in baking, 

| The old idea that fish is a brain 
food was long since proved to be with- 
| out foundation. But it has not yet 
| been proved that an overdiet of fish 
does not lead to skin troubles, 

Never buy a fish tha¢ has dull eyes, 
| white gills or soft, spongy flesh. When 
, & fish is fresh the eyes are bright, the 
gills red and the flesh firm and odor- 
less. Lobsters and crabs, if alive, 
shonld be lively, or, if boiled, the lob- 
ster’s tail should be tight against the 
body, not hanging limp. 

The proper cooking of fish is not a 
simple matter. If it is underdone it is 
uneatable, while overdone fish is tough 
and tasteless. The cooking of a fish 

; depends upon the size, kind, the na- 
ture of the water from which it was 
taken, its character and the character 
of the water in which it is cooked.

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CAP FOR A BABY BOY. 


Linen and Lace the Materials For Thie 
Bit of Headgear. 

Have you ever noticed how easy it 
is to get all sorts of pretty things for 
girl babies and how hard it is to pro- 
cure caps and sacks for boys? To fill 
this need the accompanying sugges- 
tion is given. 

The illustration shows a cap made 
of handkerchief linen, part of a hand- 
kerchief and lace. ; 

First provide yourself with a cap 
pattern the required size; then buy (for 
the six months age) half a yard of 
sheer linen thirty-six inches wide, @ 
sheer hemstitched embroidered (linen) 
handkerchief, a skein of fine mercer- 
ized embroidery cotton and four yards 
of French or German yvalenciennes 
lace one inch wide, 

Cut the headpiece according to di- 
rections, which come with the pattern; 
then cut a piece four and a half inches 
wide and the length of the handker- 
chief, which is usually twelve and a 
half inches. This is to be sewed very 
neatly to the front of the cap, turned 
over on the right side and ornamented 
with two rows of French knots, one 
row of small brier stitching and two 
more rows of French Knots done witb 
the working. cotton. 

To make the crown to match the 
front cut a piece of fine val insertion 
(design to match the lace edge) the 
length of the round crown, join to it on 
each side a piece cut from the hem- 
stitched edge of the handkerchief, then 
finish the cap according to printed di- 
rections on the pattern until you come 
to the lace trimming, which should be 
done in the following manner: Cut off 
sufficient lace to go around the crown, 
around the turned back piece and the 
back of the neck’ allowing once around 
and half that, then a little over for the 
corners; use the remainder for the 
face, divide it in half as well as the 
cap, so as to get it even, and the cap 
is finished. 

Make the strings any desired size. 
Four inches wide and twenty-seven to 
a@hirty inches long for each one is 
pretty. They must be hemmed by hand, 
of course, and the ends hemstitched to 
correspond with the hand work on the 
bonnet. 

If you use a handkerchief as de- 
scribed, one wil make the turnback 
piece for two caps and the crown for 
one. 

A dainty crown for the extra cap is 
made as follows: Run by hand three 
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CAP O¥ HANDEERCHIEF LINEN. 
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tiny tucks, make one. row of F 
knots, one row of brier stitching and 
two more rows of knots; repeat this 
uritil the piece is the right size (for the 
crown), Put the crown in the cap 
with the work going up and down the 
back, not across, as it looks much bet- 
ter. 

Use fine thread to sew with. Do nt 
make large knots. In fact, chere should 
be no knots in fine sewing. Use a fine 
needle. Have your hands immacu- 
lately clean, so the article will com- 
pore favorably with the beautiful 
French work when finished, 

Be sure to make the smallest stitches 
possible when sewing on the lace edge. 

There are plenty of sewers who will 
not need this acvice, and, on the other 
hand, there are us many who do need 
it, and a timely word of caution does
